FOREIGN MINISTERS OBJECTS. IF THERE ARE NO OBJECTIONS, THE FLOOR 
WILL BE GIVEN TO THE GERMANS. 
THE FOUR MINISTERS ALSO SWEPT ASIDE A SECOND DISPUTE OVER THE 
SHAPE OF THE TABLE WHERE THEY WILL NEGOTIATE. 


GROMYKO RAISED THIS ISSUE BY INSISTING ON A ROUND TABLE. THIS 
COULD ALLOW REPRESENTATIVES OF EAST GERMANY, COMMUNIST POLAND AND 
CZECHOSLOVAKIA TO BE SQUEEZED IN LATER ALONGSIDE THE BIC FOUR 
MINISTERS. THE SOVIETS ARE EXPECTED TO DEMAND PARITY AT THE TABLE BY

THE WESTERN MINISTERS, DETERMINED TO LIMIT THE CONFERENCE TO THE BIC

APPARENTLY GROMYKO GAVE WAY WHEN HE WAS FINALLY CONVINCED THAT THE

WESTERN DIPLOMATS SAID THE RUSSIANS HAD GIVEN WAY ON ALL IMPORTANT 
POINTS OF THEIR DEMANDS WITH RESPECT TO SEATING THE EAST GERMANS. 

THEY EMPHASIZED THAT THE GERMANS WILL NOT SIT AT THE CONFERENCE 
TABLE NOR WILL THEY BE FULL PARTICIPANTS. NEITHER GERMAN 
REPRESENTATIVE CAN SPEAK UNLESS THE CONFERENCE CHAIRMAN--WHICH ROTATES

WHY DID GROMYKO STIR UP THE ROILY WATERS OF EAST-WEST DISCORD EVEN

HERTER REPORTEDLY FELT THAT THE SOVIET MOVE WAS AIMED AT BUILDING
